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Scientist Warns U. S. 
It Has Atom ’Glass Jaw’ 


WASHINGTON, May 1 <UP>. 
— One of the nation’s leading 
research scientists called Friday 
for a radically new weapons re- 
search program to protect this 
country’s “giaw jaw" from 
atomic bombs. 

Dr. Lloyd V. Berkner, presi- 
dent of Associated Universities^ 
Inc., which runs the Brookha- 
ven National Laboratory for the 
Atomic Energy Commission, said 
that “under no circumstances’’ 
should the new organization 
come under the control of the 
joint chiefs of staff. * 

He said the proposed research 
agency should have a top-level 
planning staff of its own made 
up pf “Imaginative" scientists 
and military experts. This plan- 
ning staff, he said, should direct, 
the research staff in "radical 
.Weapons" development and 
should have a military opera - 
ttMftl force capable of testing 
MM evaluating ail new weapons.
